FIFTH AVENUE 


Highway of Literary Corners 


F the millions of people who yearly walk upon Fifth 

Avenue over three millions are attracted to its 
literary corners. 

The University Club at Fifty-fourth Street has 
forty-five thousand volumes, regarded as the largest club 
library in the world with the exception of the Athenaeum 
of London. The Club chooses to term the facilities a 
“gentleman's reference’ library, which means that a 
complete collection of the classics and general, non- 
technical books is included. 

In what is considered the most handsomely furnished 
private library in the world, the members of the Union 
Club at Fifty-first Street have access to a comprehensive 
sporting library, the greater part of which has been con- 
tributed by members, and to a large collection of auto- 
graph letters, among which that of Walter Bowne, once 
Mayor of New York, is famous. No comfort of its members 
has been overlooked in furnishing the Library. The book 
cases in unique fashion are adorned with the seals of early 
printers. 

And, of course, the book shops are a retreat and an 
inspiration. 

But greatest of all and in the majestic presence of the 
Public Library’s enormous collection are the nooks and 
corners of this institution in which are shown new and 
varied exhibitions. 

There is the small exhibition room on the main floor 
in which is now shown Beethoven’s original manuscripts, 
early editions of his works and of biographies, as well as 
relics of his personal and romantic life. In the same room 
last year the A. G. Spalding baseball collection, given by 
his widow to the Library, attracted great interest. 

Of equal diversity in appeal are the present and former 
exhibitions in the main room, just off the Fifth Avenue 
entrance. Last year dime novels had the focus of atten- 
tion; today, Bibles. And what a Bible collection! The 
famous Gutenberg Bible, the first real work ever printed 
from movable type; the great Bible of 1539 fathered by 
Thomas Cromwell, Cromwell's Soldier’s Pocket Bible, the 
authorized or King James Bible and curious Bibles, like 
the He and She Bibles, the Vinegar Bible, Murderers’ 
Bible, the Thumb Bible and other tiny Bibles are all here. 
Adding interest and beauty are the several hundred 
original water color paintings by J. J. Tissot, illustrating 
the Old Testament, and presented to the Public Library 
in 1909 by the late Jacob H. Schiff. 

The Library is justly proud, too, of the permanent 
exhibition in Room 322 of finely illustrated books in 
handsome bindings, valued at a half million dollars, the 
gift of William Augustus Spencer 

And so Fifth Avenue, the many-sided, famous for its 
beautiful vistas and for its shops, has an appeal for those 
who love the beautiful in literature. This ts a veritable 
multiplicity of services which Fifth Avenue renders—a 
multiplicity of great, unique services to the public.
